In sentencing four teen-age boys to 
three months on the public work gangs 
and imposing, also, probationary terms of 
two years, severely restricted, Judge D. 
P. Phillips, of DeKalb’s City Court, gave 
every evidence of serious and sincere 


study of the cases. 


In fact, we believe the judge is due 
the thanks of the community for the calm 
and sympathetic manner in which he went 
about his deliberations. None can say he 
did not seek to blend mercy with the law. 
And a judge is committed to administer 


the law. 


If the laws be wrong, the remedy lies 
with the people, not the judge. 

The young men in question have been 
sentenced to three months on the work

All one may have now is an opinion— 
that sending young first-offenders to the 
work gang is.a good idea which will re- 
habilitate, deter and punish, or that it is 
not a good idea. There are sincere per- 
sons on each side. 

But we do know that our system of 
corrective institutions has not acted in the 
past to rehabilitate generally, nor has it 
served to deter others from crime, since 
crime, both adult and juvenile, constantly 
increases. Therefore, one may have real 
doubt as to the gang and prison system 
being the best system, as they now are 

. conducted. They have not generally re- 
habilitated; they have not lessened crime. 

We can all agree that the problem is 
not one to put off until tomorrow. It in- 
volves our children, therefore it involves 
our future and our institutions. What is 
best? We must find out.

A few years make quite a difference, don’t

Couldn't 
stay out-of-doors more than a minute or two, that night. Made it 
home from work, by trotting a block to an open restaurant, saloon 
or store.

Even in that clime, such a temperature set a longtime record. 

There were days, several times on those Canadian Winters, 
when, with sidewalks cleared of snow, you couldn’t see even the 
hats of those walking on the opposite side of the gtreet. Snow 
banked too high between. 

There was the night, in Prince Edward County, when a place 
caught on fire. The nearest fire station was on the far side of a 
wide bay of Lake Ontario.

Frostbite, you know, is quite a pleasant sensation, after the |

They took me into the barn and 
rubbed me with alcohol and poured some of the same alcohol, in 
the form of whiskey, inside me. I got well without losing any 
important portion of the anatomy, though the skin did peel over

The true reason for their publication, an official statement from 
Moscow says, was “to present a distorted picture of events, to heap 
lies on the Soviet Union, to slander it and undermine the interna- 
tional influence of the Soviet Union as 
staunch fighter against aggressive and ontbGuiinenaia forces.” 

We may take the latter part of the criticism with a goodly 
sprinkling of salt. But the burden of the complaint does seem ‘te 
have some weight. 

If the Russians were distrustful of the Nazis, as their 
claimed they were, and were only playing for time in 
treaty, then certainly it is illogical to suppose that any 
this distrust would find its way into the secret d 
between the two countries during the period of the pact. 

On the contrary, they would have been expected to go as far as 
ow in misleading the Germans as to their real apprehensions 
and plans.

start. What they did in committing themselves to a program 
laboration was intended entirely to deceive, they say.

Alaska Fishing Monopoly Threatened 


“First it was the Timber Wolves, now it is the Fish Hawks. What next?” This was a question in 
a letter from a camp of the Alaska Native Brotherhood, Juneau, Alaska, to a Senate Sub-Committee 
holding hearings on a bill proposed by the Secretary of the Interior, which would give to absentee 
corporations a monopolistic stranglehold on the great Alaska fishing grounds. ‘ 


This interrogation sums up a situation which, 
for some time, has been giving off a fishy smell 
in the Department of the Interior. The proposed 
legislation was sent by Mr. Krug to Sen. Van- 
denberg, President Pro Tempore of the Senate, 
on June 11, 1947, with a letter which said: “I 
request that this proposed legislation be referred 

the appropriate committee for consideration, 
and recommend that it be enacted.” “It is only 
fair,” he added, “to advise the Congress that 
a majority of the salmon fishermen who use 
gear other than traps would prefer a bill looking 
to the abolition of traps.” 

In this last statement, at least, Mr. Krug 
was dead right. The bill, identified as S. 1446 
and H. R. 3859, “to authorize the leasing of 
salmon trap sites in Alaskan and other coastal 


waters, and for other purposes,” came up for a 


hearing recently before a Senate Sub-Commit- 
tee of the Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
> Cc re. . 


But rescind it he did, 
in favor of the monopolists. He turned thumbs 
down on a referendum already voted by the 
Legislature of Alaska, to permit the people to 
determine whether fish traps should be abolished 
as they have been by the States of Washington 
and Oregon.

Instead, he sent up a bill seeking to fasten 
on Alaska, by authority of the United States 
Congress, a monopolistic system of absentee 
landlordism in the worst colonial tradition. It is 
also designed to violate guarantees to the people 
of Alaska that there should be no private rights 
in public waters. Worst of all, it is intended to 
give to a favored few corporations, for an annual 
rental of about $50,000, exclusive rights for 15 
years in a fabulously rich natural resource that 
makes profits estimated at $15,000,000 a year.

Taft Wages Peculiar Sort of Campaign 


ON TOUR WITH SEN. TAFT—On his current "Midwestern trip Sen. Robert A. Taft appears 
somewhat in the role of the landed proprietor checking up on his holdings, or the head of a great 


corporation visiting his branch offices. 

He speaks before select audiences of his own 
kind—businessmen, bankers, lawyers, conserv- 
ative politicians—brushing up not at all against 
people in the mass. He speaks to the already 
converted to his way of thinking. His meetings 
are, in effect, sessions of boards of directors of 
the political, business and financial enterprises 
in the communities he visits. 

He echoed, for example, the burning convic- 
tions of every One of the 1,600 persons who sat 
before him at the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce at Bloomington, Ill., when he 
denounced the New Deal. When he went to Gary, 
Ind., center of the great steel and industrial em- 
pire that stretches along Lake Michigan, to de 
fend the Taft-Hartley law, he spoke not to the 
workers but to managers gathered at a lun¢theon 


of local service clubs who did not have to be con- 


vinced. The law suits them. 


Se it is, before select groups, that his 
appearances are scheduled on this tour that 
is taking him beyond Illinois, Indiana, Min- 
nesota into Nebraska and Colorado for eight 
days of campaigning for the Republican 
Presidential nomination. 


Yet this is fitting and appropriate to the man, 
his philosophy of government and the nature 
of his campaign for the nomination he so avidly 
seeks by an arduous trip in midwinter. The suc- 
cess of Bob Taft's campaign depends on organ- 
ization leaders, a closed corporation of them- 
selves, and the business and financial interests 
which support the regular party organization. 
He is, frankly, not a popular candidate. Yet the 
element upon which he relies is powerful still in 
‘American politics. The only question is how 
powerful it will be at the Philadelphia conven- 
tion. 


It may be too late. The popular polls hint 


at that. Following the Senator around, listening’ 


to him speak, there comes over the observer the 
feeling somehow that he is hearing something 
from the past, like a popular song of a generation 


He is earnest and forthright about his po- 
sition. The people can learn easily where he 
stands. He condemns the New Deal and every- 
thing about it. It is, to him, an alien and ab- 
horrent philosophy. You know he means every 
word of his blistering invective. He literally 
glows with-sincerity when he speaks, and with a 
righteous wrath. He is for private enterprise 
doing the job in America with the minimum gov- 
ernment help, and that on the basis of charity. 


| And he is, likewise, for the same sort of program 


for people of other lands now in difficulties—the 
poor are always with us, and they must be pro- 
vided for. His attitude sticks out in his speeches, 
his cold, businesslike attitude, and you realize 
that the man does not see it the way lots of other 
people see it. He is just that way. 

The ultimate purpose of our foreign policy, 
he says, is “to assure that freedom under which 
progress can be resumed,” and then he adds: 

“We should not be actuated by purely altru- 
istic desire to improve the condition of a lot of 
other people who have failed for centuries to do 
the job for themselves.” 


As for this country, he says we have 
reached such a high standard of production 
that we should “put a floor under the es- 
sential requirements of our lowest-income 
families so that extreme hardship and pov- 
erty may be eliminated.” He adds, “This 
obligation has long been recognized in Anglo- 
Saxon countries through the providing of 
relief to the poor, a free education and medl- 
cal care to those who cannot pay for it.” 


The floor for such services, however, “cannot 
be too high.” 


“Every child,” he says, “should have at least | 


a primary éducation, adequate medical care,

Dean Chapman said that 
1944, 1,400 new industries have 
been established in Georgia and 
that this fact has, through indus- 
trial expansioaz, diversified the 
State’s occupational pattern.
